The cigar box received by Captain 


O'Reilly misled him in weight and de- 
tail into taking it for a genuine pres- 
ent. 
The unusually heavy and tena- 


cious nails fastening down the cover, 
however, caused suspicion. When the 
box had been carefully opened at the 
ends matches were found glued to the 
inner surface in such a manner that 
they would have ignited on 
emery 


paper. 


The police found that the flare of 


one of the half dozen matches would 
have caused the death 
of Captain 


O'Reilly.

NEVADA'S VOLCANO 


J 


UDGE GOODWIN who always has a kidly word to 


say of Nevada whenever the opportunity IB pres- 


sented to him does not take much stock in the reported 
volcano near Lovelock, he says: 


"We do not much credit that volcano story from Rye 


Patch, Nevada. Nevada has had some hot times in her 
history, but no volcanoes in modern times. The fact that 
the rocks are hot is not conclusive. There are very few 
of the surface rocks of Nevada that have not been hot 
during the past month. The benzine of Humboldt county 
lias often been noted for its fervidness, This truth could 
have been established thirty years age- by the testimony 
of the late Pat Harris and so many others who all have 
folded their tents and stolen away. 


There was such a company of them, and they are prac- 


tically all gone. They were a select company; such a com- 
pany was never gotten together before; we fear there 
never will be again. But they -were too honest to pretend 
that they had caught the heat on their breaths or the lava 
flow of their vocabularies from any rare old mountain 
eruption. 
Their cabin doors were 
always 
open; 
the 


stranger was always welcome, and if he wanted a dicus- 
sion on any subject from history, poetry, science, mining 
experts, Darwin, or Homer, or Shakespeare, or the Salva- 
tion Army, or the formations which were most generous 
in treasure bearing, or why the biggest idiot was always 
the luckiest prospector, or why the Southern Pacific rail- 
road company charged more for carrying freight from 
Chicago to Winnemucca than from Chicago to Sacramento, 
the stranger could get it for the asking, but there ^ere no 
pretentions to a volcano. 


Those were the days when Mr. Sharon was King of the 


Comstock, when Mr. Huntington was Loid of the South- 
ern Pacific, when J. P. Jones was the best loved man in 
Nevada; when a stage-ride to Pioc'ne was more of an un- 
dertaking than it now is to cross the Pacific; -nhen there 
was Austin and Eureka and Humboldt and Pioche and 
Belmont, but no Tonopah, no Goldfield, no Bullfrog—no 
volcanoes, save -uhen some impassioned Democratic orator 
made a Mount Pelee of himself and insisted on a purer, 
higher, holier and less sectional government, that the 
poor might have a chance and the dream of the Fathers 
might be realized 
It was the day of big teams and royal 


stage drivers, but no volcanes, the boys drew a line and 
would not hai'e thorn. Xe\acla muM be getting demoral- 
ized. 


From 1S49 to 1S5D many thousands of emigrants made 


the fearful journey across Nevada with their ovn teams. 
Some men and thousands of poor animals died; the whole 
length of the'great desert v.as strewn with the bones of 
the poor, faithful animals that had succumbed to thirst 
and fatigue. We suspect that some tens of thousands of 
men, surveying the desolation, asked themselves •uhat the 
purpose was in creating such a repellant region. But in 
1S59 a leaf was turned and men learned that where nature, 
•within the Jeep bosom of her ancient mountains, had hid- 
den her jewels, at the same time she had placed sinister 
guards around those treasures, until the time should be 
ripe to bring them forth. Now the treasures from that 
great ore-chamber glitter in fair structures in San Fran- 
cisco, in New York, in Chicago and a hundred other cities, 
and many an emigrant that crossed that desolate waste, 
supported only by the dream of a fair land beyond, grew 
at length to think that Nevada, in her robes of sage, was 
really fairer than California in her robes of purple and 
gold. Another thing followed. Up to the time that the 
Comstock was found, 5200,000 was held to be a great for- 
tune. Ten years later men began to think of millions as 
they before had thought of thousands. 
It was at that 


time that the Great Republic began to assume a new pres- 
tige, and the nation was able to command the money 
needed to carry on the great war. The era of railroad 
building began; railroads and the transformation of little 
cities into great ones and the creation of new ones. 
Through the roads and fast 'steamers it was in a little 
time fixed so the Dakota farmer -was able to ship his 
grain to Liverpool and sell it at a price which the Eng- 
lish farmer could not compete with. 
The date of the 


•wonderful change was really the discovery of the Com- 
stock, and the interest in the mighty lode was never 
diverted- until great gold discoveries turned -men from 
its contemplation. 


And now Nevada is again fixing the world's attention 


upon itself and is promising to again become the world's 
mining center; to be a factor which the world's financial 
centers are bringing into all their calculations, and for 
many years men have ceased to ask themselves why 
such a region was created. 


.From the time of the first great discovery to the 


present Nevada has been blessed wirt the presence of 
strong and true and gifted men. It wa;( there that modem 
quartz mining was perfected, indeed, almost created; 
the Influence from the old lodes has extended all over 
-where great mines have been found to be opened and 
woifked. 
Nevada is a great state, bat all the same we 


do not believe in that Rye Patch volcano. 


An interesting report has been made respecting the 


Gulf stream by the captain of a liner Itoat arrived a few 
days ago in New York. 
He found the Mighty ocean 


current far more active than he had eve'r before observed. 
The water was flowing at such a rate that his vessel fell 
oft a knot and a half in her speed, this being remarkable. 
as the currant is scarcely observable in that region of the 
sea at ordinary times. Moreover, the temperature of the 
water was high and the air became much warmer than 
customary, the mercury rising to 90 
Again, the blue 


tinge that is characteristic of the w.iter in the tropics 
was noticea-bld, 
It will probably bother scientists to 


determine why it -uas that the strange currant should 
have burst into s-UcJyunwonted activity. 


Information from China is to thp effect that officials 


are getting after the boycott at some points. At Shanghai 
an edict has been issued against it. this action following 
upon a boycott against English goods imported by an 
American firm. It seems much of the trade of that port 
has been shifted to Tien Tsm, where the boycott was 
prohibited at the start. Shanghai started the movement 
and that has been the only city where it has gained 
large proportions. From the dispatch it seems the effect 
has been serious to the merchants of the place, and this 
fact is likely to lead to dropping of the entire program 
before many more weeks pass. 
Those people are not 


the kind to injure themselves in order to carry out an 
idea of that character.
